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CONCORDIA CREATES ART ACQUISITION ENDOWMENT FUND 


Montréal / November 14,1990 --- Concordia Rector Patrick 
Kenniff announced last night that the University has created an Art 
Acquisition Endowment Fund. It is the second part of a long-term 
programme, to be administered by the soon-to-be established 
Concordia University Foundation, whose mandate will be to raise and 
manage University endowment monies. The first endowment fund, for 
undergraduate scholarships, was instituted in September. 


The launching of the fund was made possible by the generosity 
of Mr. and Mrs. Leonard Ellen, who have funded the Leonard and Bina 
Ellen Art Acquisition Endowment Fund. Mr. Ellen is a Montréal 
philanthropist and leading financial services industry businessman. 


The University's art collection, which benefits from the fund, 
is housed in the Concordia Art Gallery in the Henry F. Hall 
building and already has over 2,000 pieces; paintings, sculpture, 
drawings, prints, photographs and mixed media works with an 
emphasis on 20th century Canadian Art. It has also recently 
acquired an oil on canvas done in 1959 by artist Rita Letendre 
during the time she lived in Montréal. 


The current exhibit at the Gallery, Urban Images-Canadian 
Painting, traces the changing depiction of the urban view in Canada 
for the last one hundred years. The exhibition includes works by 
David Milne, Goodridge Roberts and the Group of Seven's Lawren 
Harris and Frederick Varley.
